It  will  be  seen  that  according  to  the  Registrar- 
General’s  estimate  the  population  of  the  district  has 
increased  by  126  since  the  mid-year  of  1936. 

There  was  a  slight  fall  in  the  birth  rate  and  a 
small  increase  in  the  death  rate  as  compared  with  the 
figures  for  1936. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  infantile  mor¬ 
tality  rate  fell  from  57  to  47  per  1,000  live  births. 

There  was  no  unusual  or  excessive  mortality 
during  the  year,  nor  is  their  any  evidence  that  the 
occupations  or  environment  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
district  exert  any  prejudicial  effect  on  health. 

Social  Conditions  of  the  Area. 

Unlike  so  many  places  near  London,  Waltham 
Abbey  is  not  a  dormitory  town  and  is  relatively  little 
affected  by  the  restless  rhythm  of  suburban  life  with  its 
constant  ebb  and  flow  to  and  from  the  Metropolis. 

Most  of  the  inhabitants  earn  their  living  in  one 
of  the  local  factories,  whilst  those  in  the  rural  part  of 
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the  district  are  occupied  mainly  in  the  glasshouse 
culture  of  tomatoes,  cucumbers  or  mushrooms,  or  in 
dairy  farming. 

The  industries  of  th6  district  include  the  Royal 
Gunpowder  Factory  employing  at  present  upwards  of 
2,000  men,  and  factories  for  the  manufacture  of 
racquets,  chemical  fertilisers,  “  Catalin  ”  and  hosiery, 
the  last  two  established  during  the  past  year  or 
eighteen  months. 

There  is  virtually  no  unemployment  in  the 
district  at  the  present  time. 

Physical  Training  and  Recreation  Act. 

In  November  of  the  year  under  review,  a  public 
meeting  was  held  with  the  object  of  explaining  and  at 
the  same  time  gauging  public  opinion  as  to  the  desira¬ 
bility  of  implementing  this  Act  in  the  district.  At  the 
same  time  an  Advisory  Committee  was  set  up  to  con¬ 
sider  the  needs  of  the  district,  with  special  reference 
to  additional  playing  fields,  a  swimming  pool,  and  the 
organisation  of  “  Keep  Fit  "  classes  and  other  indoor 
recreations. 

There  is  little  doubt  of  the  need,  to  a  greater  or 
lesser  degree,  of  all  these  things,  and  it  is  ardently  to 
be  hoped  that  the  labours  of  the  Committee  will  bear 
fruit  in  due  course. 

At  the  same  time,  it  is  important  not  to  lose 
sight  of  those  other  essential  ingredients  of  health, 
good  housing,  enough  of  the  right  kind  of  food, 
adequate  rest  and  leisure,  and  employment  suited  to 
the  individual,  lest  we  delude  ourselves  into  thinking 
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that  games  and  exercise  alone  will  produce  the  healthy 
mind  in  a  healthy  body  which  should  be  our  goal. 

Moreover,  if  the  maximum  benefits  are  to  he 
derived  from  the  Act,  the  net  must  be  widely  spread 
and  opportunities  offered  to  suit  individual  taste  and  in¬ 
clination.  Many  will  cycle  or  walk  who  abhor  physical 
jerks  ;  others  prefer  folk  dancing  or  indoor  games,  such 
as  badminton,  to  gymnastics;  swimming  appeals  to 
many  who  have  no  time  or  aptitude  for  cricket  or 
tennis. 

But  with  patience  and  communal  effort  it  should 
be  possible,  in  the  next  year  or  two,  greatly  to  increase 
the  opportunities  for  healthy  recreation  of  all  kinds  in 
the  district. 


Camping. 

The  increase  in  week-end  camps  in  the  district 
duriug  the  summer  months  has  been  referred  to  in 
previous  reports. 

With  the  coming  into  force  of  the  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  owners  of  camping  grounds  occupied 
for  a  specified  period  must  obtain  a  licence  from  the 
Local  Authority  before  letting  their  land  for  this  pur¬ 
pose. 


Adequate  powers  are  now  given  under  this  Act 
to  secure  the  provision  and  maintenance  of  a  reason¬ 
able  standard  of  sanitation  in  camps,  with  control  also 
of  the  number  of  tents  or  moveable  buildings  on  any 
particular  site.  These  powers  will  be  exercised  during 
the  coming  summer.

SECTION  C. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

1.  (i)  Water. 

The  Metropolitan  Water  Board  supplies 
practically  the  whole  of  the  area  with  water  from 
deep  wells  in  Lea  Road  and  Rammey  Marsh, 
Waltham  Abbey.  The  supply  of  water  is  ample, 
the  quality  good,  and  the  supply  constant. 

The  supply  of  water  from  springs  to 
certain  farms  and  houses  in  the  outlying  parts  of 
the  area  depend  to  a  great  extent  on  the  rainfall. 

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  urban  part  of  the  area  and  the  rural 
parts  of  Upshire  and  High  Beech  are  provided 
with  sewers  with  outfall  to  the  Town  Sewage 
Works. 


Sevvardstone  and  Sewardstonebury  are 
provided  with  sewage  works  at  which  the  sewage 
is  dealt  with  by  septic  tanks,  filters,  and  irri¬ 
gation,  the  effluent  discharging  into  tributaries 
of  the  River  Lea. 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  River  Lea  and  Cobbins  Brook  flow 
through  the  district.  These  are  under  the  control 
of  the  Lee  Conservancy  Board.  No  action  has 
been  necessary  by  the  District  Council. 

3.  (i)  Closet  Accommodation. 

Houses  in  the  urban  portion  of  the  area 
and  on  the  line  of  the  sewers  in  the  rural  area  are 
provided  with  water  closets.  Isolated  premises 
have  water  closets  connected  to  cesspools,  or 
earth  closets.

The  Council  have  undertaken  to 
supply  free  small  quantities  of  rat  poison 
to  householders  in  necessitous  cases.

Infectious  Disease. 


The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  was 
remarkably  low  throughout  the  year. 

Ten  cases  only  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified, 
the  lowest  number  for  many  years. 

Diphtheria. 

Five  cases  were  notified,  two  of  these  from 
a  Sanatorium  in  the  district ;  there  was  one 
death,  that  of  a  child  who  developed  the  disease 
a  few  days  after  arriving  in  the  district  on  a  visit. 

Immunisation. 

Twenty-six  children  were  immunised  by 
practitioners  during  the  year.  A  summary  of 
the  work  done  under  the  scheme  is  given  below.

Isolation  Hospital. 

The  facilities  provided  at  the  Waltham 
Joint  Hospital  for  the  admission  of  cases  of  non- 
notifiable  infectious  disease  requiring  hospital 
treatment  were  in  operation  throughout  the  year. 

Four  cases  of  whooping  cough,  three  of 
measles,  and  two  of  mumps  were  admitted  under  • 
the  new  arrangement. 

Since  July,  cases  also  of  Puerperal  pyrexia 
and  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  have  been  admit¬ 
ted  to  this  Hospital. 

Measles  Serum. 

A  small  stock  of  Measles  convalescent 
serum  is  kept  in  a  refrigerator  at  the  Town  Hall, 
Chingford,  for  use  by  practitioners  in  Chingford 
and  Waltham  Abbey.  The  blood  from  which 
this  serum  was  prepared  was  collected  from 
patients  in  both  districts.
